ABORIGINAL POPULATION. 


The Government Statist obtains perticulers annually of the 
known aboriginal population through the agency of Police Officers sna 
also reports from Stations and Perms. an ehbalysis of these indicates 
an aboriginel populstion about 30th June, 1931 of 3,349 (3,995). 

The report thet a number of aboriginals had crossed the border to 
Queensland and New South Wales, probably accounts to sore sxtent for 
the decreased total. 
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The 3,345 recorded sboriginals are divided into two main 
classes,- those living in the wild cstate (Nomadic), 1,710 eek 
and those living in Camps and on Stations and Farms, 1,639 (49%). 
Of the latter, 583 were in regular employment end 699 were in supervised 
camps but not in regular employment, and 357 were discribed as dependants 
of those employed outside of supervised camps or not working.
